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New Chapter 

Rochester Library Director Finds Her Niche

For Olivia Melo, the newly-appointed Library 
Director at Rochester's Plumb Memorial Library the 
major difference between working at a "big city" branch 
library in New Bedford and the rural, suburban setting of 
Rochester is that people here have to make a concerted 
effort to get to the library 

"The difference here is that people have to drive 
to get to the library so it makes their commitment as 
library users (even greater)," she said, sitting at a table as 
children tapped away at computer keyboards nearby "At 
the city library, you can just go for a walk down the street. 
It's not like they can walk here, so if they've actually 
made the trek ... they're interested in the library. They've 
made it a point to visit the library. It continues to amaze 
me how many people come in the door." 

Indeed, despite its small size the Rochester library 
is usually bustling with activity and averages anywhere 
from 50 to 100 patrons a day. It was to this rural repository 
that Ms. Melo was recruited after being laid off from her 
previous post as Manager of the Wilks Branch of the New 



Bedford Public Library on Acushnet Avenue due to 
budget cuts. She admitted after applying for the job in 
Rochester, she was soon taken with the "small, scenic and 
peaceful community." 

"Even though I worked in a big city library, it was 
a community library and everyone in the neighborhood 
used the library (frequently)," Ms. Melo said. "We had all 
the regulars come in and we got to know each one. This is 
exactly what I was used to, so Rochester was an ideal 
place for me." 

Even after working some 15 years in New 
Bedford, the amount of activity in Rochester took Ms. 
Melo by surprise.

"I visited the library one day and I was blown 
away by the activity that went on here/' she said. "I 
realized that the town might be small and rural, but the 
library is a happening place. It's very heavily used ... so 
the image I had of what the small-town library was and 
what I actually (witnessed) was quite different/' 

A graduate of Simmons College with a Master's 
Degree in Library Science, Ms. Melo first caught the 
library bug after working as the Assistant to the Library 
Director in New Bedford. 

"It was through that post that I began to see the 
inner workings of library management and decided it was 
a field I wanted to pursue," Ms. Melo said. "I got a real 
good feel for libraries and a lot of experience." 

Having taken over the reins from longtime 
Library Director Lucy Loomis, Ms. Melo said her big 
challenge now is to garner support from Rochester 
residents to fund the proposed 6,300-square-foot, $2.6- 
million expansion of the library facility — $1.7 million of 
which would be funded through a state grant and 
$950,000 of which would be borne by Rochester taxpayers 
if approved at the upcoming October 6 Special Town 
Meeting. 

"We're doing okay with programs for children, 
but I would like to see more programs for the adults, 
more programs for seniors, more programs for the stay-at- 
home moms — whatever age group," Ms. Melo said. "But 
we're limited by (the amount of space) here. The big

challenge for me would be, if the expansion doesn't go 
through, how will I be able to offer those programs in the 
space that we have? On the other hand, if the (expansion) 
does go through, what a great opportunity for the town to 
(improve) this great resource. We could really have a lot 
going on here — this could really be the hub for the 
town/' 

Ms. Melo said one of the main drawbacks of the 
current library layout with its single level, open-air design 
is that it doesn't provide separate allocated space for 
different programs. "With a bigger library we could have 
a separate meeting room, a separate reading area, a 
separate children's area," she said. "The services that 
could be offered out of here are limitless. The biggest 
thing, too, is a need for a separate staff area to get their 
work done. There's no separate space to do cataloging, it's 
all done right on the floor. It's worked admirably all these 
years, but the way libraries are now ... we could offer 
more if we had more space." 

The new proposed expansion — dubbed "Plan B" 
after last year's initial "Plan A" proposal failed to pass 
muster at Town Meeting — is being offered in tandem 
with a third option: "Plan C." In this scenario, the town 
would forgo the $1.7 million in state funding and reduce 
the expansion to a mere 2,700 square feet at a cost of $1.6 
million — all of which would come out of town coffers. 

Library Trustees maintain that "Plan B" is the best 
bang for taxpayers' bucks and would cost about $35 a 
year for a homeowner whose property is valued at

$200,000. The fallback "Plan C" would almost double that 
amount to $59 for an expansion that's nearly one-third the 
size. 

"I think it's a very positive plan, it's very reason- 
able," Ms. Melo said of the preferred Plan B. "The Library 
Board of Trustees really listened to what the town was 
saying when they asked for a more scaled-down version 
and they did an admirable job of coming up with a plan 
that gave us the necessary (space). I think the plan that we 
have will serve the town for the next 20 years (and) will 
meet the needs of the library in terms of being able to 
offer the programs." 

Since Rochester lacks a central Historical Society 
or historical museum, the Plumb Memorial Library has 
also become an ersatz repository for many of the town's 
historic volumes and documents, and Ms. Melo added 
that is another important facet of the facility that would 
greatly benefit from the proposed expansion. 

"I've noticed a lot of people make the trek from 
western (or northern) Massachusetts ... to look at our 
historical collection," Ms. Melo said. "Unfortunately, they 
have to sit here in the middle of the library ... there's no 
quiet, separate room where they can study those records." 

While she appreciates the fact that taxpayers are 
reluctant to spend in these difficult fiscal times, Ms. Melo 
said she hopes residents will support the project. "All in 
all, it ends up being a positive for everyone involved," she 
said. "It's a win-win situation for us as librarians and for 
the community."

the next month or two ... that's not the case." 

With that, the board next met with Town Trea- 
surer Debra Blanchette to sign bond notes, including a 
$9.9 million school bond rollover from the previous year. 
The bond, dated September 26, 2003 and payable Septem- 
ber 24, 2004, was sold to Commerce Capital, Inc. at a rate 
of 1.75 percent with a net interest of 1.112 percent. The 
board unanimously voted to sign and approve the bond 
as submitted. Ms. Blanchette also asked the board to sign 
and approve a related litigation certificate. 

"It's my understanding that the state is going to 
be looking at the issue of reimbursement grants (for 
school projects) ... that's why we're rolling over this bond 
issue/' Ms. Blanchette said. "We're projected now for 2005 
or 2006. Maybe they can come up with a new plan. We're 
on the list ... but we'll have to take a hard look at it as 
soon as they make a decision. For now, we're on course." 

The board next unanimously voted to approve 
the minutes of the September 9 meeting and then ap- 
proved payment of a water bill along with various 
treasury and payroll warrants for the week. 

The board then reviewed a proposed Zoning By- 
Law article being presented for placement on the upcom- 
ing Special Town Meeting by the Planning Board, which 
the Selectmen endorsed and approved so a public hearing 
could be held on the matter. The article makes suggested 
changes to the Site Plan Review, Section 9.10 and will 
appear on the November 3 Special Town Meeting war- 
rant. 

Lastly, the board considered a change in the 
language of the inclusionary by-law which was approved 
at the April 29, 2003 Special Town Meeting. The Massa- 
chusetts Attorney General, after reviewing the approved 
article, suggested the wording change and Town Counsel 
Thomas P. Crotty drafted the following amendment, 
which the board unanimously endorsed:

"Section 8.12 - Inclusionary Housing, adding the 
following language at the end of paragraph 12(a): 'The fee 
in lieu of construction of affordable units shall be reviewed 
annually by the Board of Selectmen on or before July 1 and 
adjusted to reflect the current cost of constructing an affordable 
dwelling unit.'" 

The Attorney General felt the original article set 
an arbitrary value for the fee and it should be set by the 
board each year. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 7:20 pm. Their next regular meeting will be held on 
Tuesday, September 23 at 7:00 pm.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

September 15, 2003

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, September 15 
at 6:55 pm by Chairman Naida Parker. Also present were 
Selectman Gary Laboa, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica 
Lafreniere. Selectman Richard Nunes was not present for 
the meeting. 

The board unanimously voted to approve the 
minutes of the August 18 and August 25 meetings and the 
Executive Session minutes of August 25. The board also 
voted to sign and approve: 

• The warrant calling for the Special Town 
Election to be held on Wednesday, October 8 at the 
Rochester Senior Center on Dexter Lane with polls open 
from 8:00 am to 8:00 pm;

"As of today, five communities have approved tax 
rates in the state out of 351, " added Assessor Jana 
Cavanaugh. "(Rochester's) tax rate was certified in 
November last year, there were only 72 communities 
certified before us (at that time). Certainly our timing over 
the past few years has been good. They do have to be sent 
out by April 1 for the second-half payment, because it's 
due May 1. We're certainly very aware of the town's cash 
flow, but I don't believe we're in a situation where we've 
been asked to send out preliminary tax bills." 

With that said, the Board of Assessors noted they 
would be asking for a continuance of the hearing in order 
to incorporate any spending items which are approved at 
the upcoming Special Town Meeting into the tax rate. 

"We're going to recommend that we continue the 
Classification Hearing until the Board of Selectmen meets 
immediately following the Special Town Meeting," Mr. 
Mello said. "We need to determine the excess levy limit 
after the Town Meeting vote." The board unanimously 
agreed to continue the hearing until October 14 at 6:30 
pm. 

Based on the current figures in-hand, Mr. Mello 
did tell the Selectmen they were more than likely going to 
recommend a single tax rate for Fiscal Year 2004 for 
commercial, industrial and residential property. 

At 7:15 pm the board opened a pole location 
hearing for a new conduit and cable installation on 
Walnut Plain Road upon a request from N-Star.

calls to leave it alone/' Mr. Watling said. "I got permission 
from one property owner ... and I have another person's 
permission to use it, but only as a last resort/'

PET PAIN 

My dog has been limping for the past three weeks. He 
will run after squirrels but otherwise limps. He never 
cries and is eating normally. He acts a bit depressed 
except when there are squirrels to chase or we go in 
the car. My brother says that he is in pain but since he 
doesn't cry I disagree. Who is right? 
Your brother. If you sprain your ankle, do you 
cry for a few weeks until it feels better? Dogs and 
cats may cry out when initially injured but after- 
ward will respond just as we do. They will at- 
tempt to keep weight off a painful leg by limping 
and may become subdued in an attempt to con- 
trol their discomfort. If your dog has been limp- 
ing for 3 weeks and is not improving, take him to 
see your veterinarian to find out what is wrong.

Guitar Slinger

Once Upon a Time inMexico. Starring Antonio Banderas 
and Johnny Depp. Directed by Robert Rodriguez. 
Running time: 97 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

'They call him EL As in 'the/" That's the sort of solemnly 
funny line you might hear in a Sergio Leone western, and writer- 
director Robert Rodriguez has explicitly patterned his "Mariachi" 
trilogy — El Mariachi (1992), Desperado (1995), and now Once Upon 
a Time in Mexico — on Leone's groundbreaking movies. Rodriguez 
isn't out to break ground, though; he's content to throw a party on 
it. It's somewhat funny that after eleven years and ten movies, 
Rodriguez is still working the same hyperkinetic, B-movie side of 
the street; he aims low and hits, but he hits with style and grace. 
What's more, he gives us a final chapter without any gravitas 
whatsoever — it's as fast and unpretentious as the $7,000 El 
Mariachi was, and at times you even forget that El Mariachi 
(Antonio Banderas) is in it. 

Like Leone's "Man with No Name" trilogy, Rodriguez's 
three "Mariachi" movies share a lead character but not much else; 
it's as if God hit the restart button and gave the hero a slightly 
different backstory. In short, you can enjoy Once Upon a Time in 
Mexico without having seen the other two. (The other two are self- 
contained, too; I think Rodriguez, and Leone before him, did that 
by design so that people could watch them in any order and not 
get lost.) These movies unfold in their own sandy, ornery uni- 
verse, where firearms perform a kind of propulsive magic. Defy- 
ing the laws of physics, men are hit with bullets and fly back- 
wards well past any credible theory of momentum. There's no 
pain in Rodriguez's violence — he turns it into athletic, action- 
figure fantasy. 

This time, El Mariachi is hired by a shady CIA agent (Johnny 
Depp) to kill a drug lord (Willem Dafoe) who's out to kill the 
president of Mexico. There you have it: the good (Banderas), the 
bad (Depp), and the ugly (Dafoe). Depp's performance here, as a 
morally neutral and ruthless agent who loves disguises, is consis- 
tent with the work he's been doing lately, in Pirates of the Caribbean 
and others. Depp's character has a false third arm he uses for no 
particular reason, and he has a thing about trying the pork dish in 




every dive in Mexico. In Depp's hands, this unpredictable "law 
enforcer" becomes an eccentric who, we feel, joined the CIA 
solely to broaden his experience of weirdness. He's certainly the 
hippest presence to adorn a Rodriguez film since George Clooney 
commandeered a Winnebago in From Dusk Till Dawn. 

Rodriguez indulges in an overabundance of plot, with char- 
acters double-crossing each other in what seems like every scene. 
He brings in Eva Mendes as a questionable cop and Mickey 
Rourke, looking like a failed wax sculpture of himself, as Dafoe's 
conflicted American goon. We get flashbacks reuniting Banderas 
with Salma Hayek, who shows a previously unacknowledged 
flair with throwing knives; the pair undergo a setpiece worthy of 
vintage Spielberg, in which they're chained together by the wrists 
and have to negotiate a five-story building down to the street to 
escape assassins. Ex-con Danny Trejo, he of the asphalt face, is 
back in Rodriguez World as a grim killer who gets that "El" line. 

Once Upon a Time in Mexico couldn't be more lightweight, but 
heaviness was never the point or the promise of these movies. For 
a grand total of $37,007,000 — about a quarter of what it costs to 
make one typical Hollywood action film that isn't a quarter as fun 
as this one — Rodriguez has made an entire trilogy of inventive, 
restlessly entertaining action flicks. (He must also be the first 
director to release two trilogy-enders that opened at #1 at the box- 
office in the same summer — Spy Kids 3D being the other.) This 
happily productive filmmaker works out of his own private 
digital Xanadu, and does as much of it himself as he can get away 
with — editing, cinematography, music, and probably waxing 
Salma Hayek's post-Frida eyebrows, too. Rodriguez has yet to 
make anything remotely artistic, but he also has yet to make 
anything remotely boring.

I have to give kudos to the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen for making an admirable choice last week 
in selecting former East Bridgewater Executive Sec- 
retary Michael J. Botelho of Rockland, MA to serve 
as Mattapoisett's first Town Administrator. Mr. 
Botelho will be taking over for longtime Executive 
Secretary Carol Adams next month, who will retire 
October 31 after 31 years in her position. 

The entire interview and selection proceedings 
were among the most open and informative Fve seen 
in Mattapoisett in recent years and I know residents 
appreciated the thought and consideration that went 
into the decision-making process. After narrowing the 
initial field of some 45 applicants down to seven and 
then to three finalists, the board interviewed Mr. 
Botelho along with John F. Dolan Jr. of Westport Point 
and Robert T. Reed of Medway, MA during an Open 
Meeting on Monday, September 8, which was at- 
tended by many department heads and broadcast live 
on cable television. 

Unlike past hiring practices in Mattapoisett where 
the Selectmen seemed only to be unanimously rub- 
ber-stamping a predetermined candidate for selec- 
tion, I actually sensed this was a difficult choice to 
make — due in no small part to the fact that all three 
finalists were certainly well-qualified for the position. 
And in a noteworthy addendum for the history books, 
the board members actually found themselves with 
split allegiances this time out: Selectman Stephen 
Lombard nominating Mr. Reed while Selectman 
Raymond Andrews nominated Mr. Botelho. 

That left Chairman Barry Denham to either side 
with one of his fellow board members or create an 
even messier stalemate by nominating Mr. Dolan. 
Thankfully opting not to add to the confusion, Se- 
lectman Denham declined to cast a vote that night — 
citing it as one of the most important decisions he'd 
make as a board member — and instead requested 
24 hours to ponder his choice. 

"I wanted to talk to a few people who had seen 
(the interviews) and get their opinion, " Selectman 
Denham said. "I found that (most people) were split, 
too. But for me it came down to saving the town some 
money/ 7 

Reconvening the following night, Selectman 
Denham voiced his support for Mr. Botelho based 



upon the fact that the retired U.S. Army Lieutenant 
Colonel had said he would take the position for the 
lower end of the pay scale being offered. Mr. Reed, 
while equally-qualified, admitted he would be tak- 
ing a pay cut from his current position as Town Ad- 
ministrator in Sherborn, MA. 

In a welcomed sign of solidarity, Selectman 
Lombard graciously rescinded his previous nomina- 
tion for Mr. Reed and agreed to unanimously sup- 
port Mr. Botelho's selection as Town Administrator. 

It was good to see a healthy amount of discus- 
sion and debate replace the previously common pan- 
dering and political posturing in the Selectmen's 
chambers over this choice. Indeed, Selectman 
Denham hit the nail on the head by calling this a key 
decision for Mattapoisett — the lynchpin in the 
town's efforts to improve government based upon 
the recommendations in the recent study conducted 
by the UMass Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis. 

From my vantage point, I don't think any of the 
board members took this decision lightly and I'm sure 
they did what they thought was best for Mattapoisett 
... even if it didn't necessarily jibe with their political 
aspirations. That is and should always be the essence 
of a representative town government. 

As of this writing, Chairman Denham said the 
board was planning to hammer out the details of Mr. 
Botelho's contract this week and he hoped to have 
him on board on or around October 1 so that he could 
work alongside Ms. Adams before her departure. 

"I'm thrilled to be coming to Mattapoisett," Mr. 
Botelho said of his selection. "It's sort of a rare op- 
portunity to come into new position like this ... nor- 
mally you come in and inherit (someone else's job)." 

Saying he's already met with most of the depart- 
ment heads so he could "put faces to the names," Mr. 
Botelho said one of his first goals will be to find out 
what the Board of Selectmen's expectations are be- 
fore getting too deep into the budget season. 

"I think the number one thing is to get organized," 
he said. "(And) we need to get a handle on written 
policies and procedures so everyone knows where 
they stand." 

And based on the Town Administrator selection 
process, it's good to know where the Mattapoisett Se- 
lectmen stand for a change, too.
